The 
State Board does not meet this year to value 
and equalize real estate. 

COL. JAMES O. BROADHEAD, 
when here a few days ago, expressed his sur- 
prise and disapprobation at the employment 
of Messrs. Henderson & Shields, of St. 
Louis, by the Governor, in the Hannibal and 
St. Joseph railroad bond case, to be argued 
before the United States Circuit Court, on 
the 8th of February. Col. Broadhead thought 
there were lawyers equal to the task and as 
competent as these gentiemen, within the 
party.

How the Money Was Applied. 


Referee Arba N. Crane filed this morning 
in Judge Lindley’s Court an interesting re- 
port of his findingin the case of John E. 
Priest, executor of the late widow, Eliza M. 
Perry, against James C. and Mary Ann Way, 


et al. The suit was entered by 
the executor to reeover about $24,500 which, 
it was alleged, the Ways had wrongiully ap- 
propriated. Mrs. Perry wasavery wealthy 
old lady residing at one time on the corner 
of Sixth and Locust streets where the Life 
Insvrance building now stands; subse- 
quently at the Planters’ House and 
for the last three years of her life at the fam- 
ily residence of the Way’s. There was an 
arrangement with the Way family by which 
Mrs. Perry paid $200 per month for hes 
board and that of her female attendant. She 
was then 76 years of age and very infirm. 
Her property was probably worth 
$165,000 uring the time that she lived un- 
der the Way’s roof there were checks pay- 
able to bearer, filled out by J. C. Way, on 
Mrs. Perry’s bank account at various times 
amounting in all to $24,500. It was allezed 
that this money was converted to the use 
of Mrs. Way without the consent 
or authority of the widow Perry. 
The referee heard all the evidence, ‘pro and 
con, and finds that the money drawn from 
Mrs. Perry’s funds in bank was not drawn 
for the purpose of investments in real estate 
loans in her behalf; that Mr. Way inno 
sense assumed the management of her bank 
ing and other affairs, and that she 
did not so understand it, but 
that he simply acted under 
her instructions 48 messenger or 
agent in banking matters,and that the money 
was not obtained on the pretext of loaning 
it out for Mrs. Perry. Her husband, John 
Perry, died in 1855, and she departed this 
life in 1873. There were nochildren. The 
referee found from the evidence that Mrs. 
Way was the cousin of Mrs. 
Perry and had been raised by her. Several 
rominent ladies of old families here testi- 
ed that the relations were very affectionate 
between the cousins, and that Mrs. Perry 
wasalady of clear, sound and disposing 
mind, aithough y infirm from ad- 
vanced age. For. some time John P. 
Bugg, the nephewof Mrs. Perry, managed 
ner affairs but according to his own testi- 
mony she soured on him latterly.““ The 
referee finds that the nephew forced himself 
and his services upon the old lady 
and made every effort to induce 
ber to live with him and his wife. 
Mrs. Perry, however, according to 
the referee’s finding, entertained a dislike 
of late years for her nephew, and even at one 
time had the idea that there was conceived a 
design of poisoning her about the years 1867 
and 1868. People without very near ties and 
wealthy, however, were disposed to harbor 
morbid thoughts and suspicions. 

The referee concludes thus: Here is an 
old lady, a widow, without children or other 
descendants, infirm in health, who has. pre- 
ferred the society of her cousin, a lady 
whom she had raised from achild and edu- 
cated; has preferred to live with her rather 
than with her nephew, whom she had em- 
ployed as her agent fora number of years, 
and has signified that preference by gifts in 
her lifetime and a greater provision by will 
to her quasi-daugbter than to her nephew. 
It seems to me that the very statement of the 
ease shows that had the preference been 
viven to the nephew some extraordinury 
reason only coud have occasioned it. 
The referee therefore recommends that the 
bill be dismissed on the ground that the old 
lady knew what she was aboat while livi 
with the Ways, and that the money had 
been wrongfuliy appropriated.

trines of Moral Culture and 
Moral Growth.

Synopsis of the Lecture He Will De- 
liver To-Night. 


Prof. Felix Adler, President of the Eth- 
eal Society, of New York, lectures to-night 
it Memorial Hall under the auspices of the 
Young Men’s Hebrew Association. The 
professor is a manof pronounced and ad- 
vanced views, and is known as a brilliant and 
original thinker both in this country and in 
Europe. | 

A Post-DISPaTCA reporter met Prof. Ad- 
ler at the Souchern this morning, and the latter 
enunciated in a few words the new religion, 
pf which he is the founder. He is a middle- 
aged gentleman of scholarly appearance, 
with a quiet aad convincing method of talk- 
Ing, which accounts for his success asa 


teacher. 
We will cali ourselves the 
‘SOCIETY OF ETHICAL CULTURE,’” 
said Prof. Adler in answer to questions. 
‘The society in New York, which is the only 
ne nowin existence, numbers 500 mem- 
bers.“ 

„Wat is the essence of the doctrine taught 
by your society?” 

„We hold that moral culture and moral 
growth are above all things, and 
we devote ourselves to them. The 
essence of all religion is doing good and act- 
ing nobly. We hold no creed, and men of any 
faith can join with us so long as they believe 
in moral culture and in doing good.’ 

Vo any of the members of the society to 
which you belong affijiate with any church!“ 

„No, they have all cut loose. We believe 
in helping the poor, the needy and the desti- 
tute, and in warring against unjust customs, 
social and otherwise.“ 

“What are your sentiments about a here- 
after?’’ 

“If men would spend Jess time talking 
and thinking about the hereafter, 
they would bave more time to 
do good and live properly. There 
are sufficient people in this world who re-

Prof. Adler's subject to-night will be “A 
Search for a Religion for Men,“ and in it he 
will elaborate the views held by the Ethical 
Society. The lec'ure has been delivered be- 
fore, and the following is the substance of 
it: 


THR HIGHEST MISSION OF MEN 


is to be the saviors ofthe poor. May we be 
saviors also of those waoose poverty is the 
poverty of the spirit—of those who are in 
the darkness, whose hearts have lost their 
foothold in life, of those who wander aim- 
less!y without a goal, without a religion, If 
we could help these—give them light—we 
should have achieved a glory as great as any 
human sou! could aspire to.“ 

It is plain to any one Who can observe the 
signs of the day that a great crisis is impend - 
ing in the religion of America and of the 
world. Imperceptibly, yet none the less sure- 
ly, there are influences at work sapping the 
od beliefs, even though those very persons 
whose beliefs have been thus undermined 
were as yet not fully conscious of the fact. 

The most important of these influences is 
science, which has totally changed our con- 
septions of the world, and placed us in a 
universe governed by inexorable laws—a 
universe in which whatever occurred had 
been predetermined from intinite time. 
Science has made prayer, in the old sense of 
petition, and incongruity—changed the 
views of the Providential government ofthe 
world, which were atthe basis of the old 
systems of dogmatic belief. 

HISTORICAL CRITICISM 


also had its influence. We have learned to 
behold in the gospels the work, not of con- 
temporary writers any gw by the Holy 
Spirit, but the work and the writings of men 
living many years after the ‘events which 
they described had taken place, and in whose 
writings the interests of party and of faction 
were plainly discernible. The life of the 
Founder of the, Christian religion was so 
woven about by doubt, 80 be- 
tlouded by just  questionings and 
interwoven with legend, that it 
is impossible at the present day to estab- 
ish more than the certaintythat He lived. 
ind that His life must have been of the no- 
plest and purest kind to leave the impression 
which He did upon the minds of his foliow- 
ers. The influence of historical criticism has 
been profound. It first reached the minds 
of the more intellectual, the more advanced 
and the reflecting members of the commu- 
nity. Itis 1 percolating down into 
he lower strata, and skepticism has become 
rife in every portion of modern society. 
ANOTHERAND POTENT INFLUENCE 

ot change at work is the modern indus- 
trial an „Ar- lite of our times—the dem- 
cratic spirit of the age. The desire for hap- 
piness has been stimulated to an inordinary 
degree. The mind that belived in human 
nature as u success will not acvept the doc- 
trine of the total 1 of man.

longer the doctrine of eternal punishment— 
perdition. Christianity arose when men’s 
emotions were those of despair. They be- 
lieved it hopeless to change this wicked 
world. Compare their attitude with tha: of 
men to-day. The latter were self-confident, 
aggressive, full of energy, full of pluck, of 
bejief in the world, of hope in man’s. i- 
fluence and power to make this earth on 
which we lived at least the earthly paradise. 
The clergy complain that the men in the 
pews would not act out on Monday the doc- 
trines which they heard preached on Sunday. 
Were they so blind as not to see that 
the modern American man could not carry 
out the ethics of Galilee in America? And 
the tendency of democracy was to make men 
realistic. Ingersoll was a thoroughly Ameri- 
can unbeliever. In him the hard, common 
sense of the American people had risen in 
rebellion against the Christian tradition, and 
it Was a great mistake to suppose that he 
stood alone. He stood as the representative 
ofa great class—was the plowman, who, 
witb uis sharp words, ripped open the soil, 
and others would come to sow the seed and 
prepare a new harvest. 

How do men behave in view of tné change 
that has been brought about? Some sneered 
at religion; the views of others were material- 
istic; some were hypocrites. The young 
doctor attended church to get practice; the 

d doctor to keep his. So with lawyers 
and bankers. ‘‘Wo betide a religinn when 
her friends are ber worst enemies.” The 
Ship of Church is full of rotten pianks. Let 
them be torn out and sound timber put in 
their place, for the day of the storm is com- 
ing, and ship and crew wil! be whelmed alike 
in disaster.” For those men and women 
earnest and sincere, Prof. Adler believes in 
the necessity of areligion, and desires one 
consonant with their hopes. There was a 
question in the heart of all human beings 
which Had always been asked and always 
would be asked— What does it all mean? 
What does the universe mean?“ The an- 
swer, Whatever it be, constituted religion. 
His answer was, Goodness. No matter even 
whether God is, goodness is.’’ Morality re- 
mained. That was the rock ot ages. Cling 
to it.“ Goodness ought tobe. “Because it 
ought. and because it was not yet, therefore 
there was a purpose in life for me.“ We 
must have a belief tnat there was a power in 
the world that made for righteousness 
—that there was an upward tendency in 
things. To those who doubted he said: 
„Get righteousness; do it“; and then they 
would believe init. The method of his re- 
ligion was to appeal to men to act out that 
which was in their nature—the noblest part 
of them. The essential principles of his faith 
were the perfectability of the human race and 
the perfectability of the individual man. In 
the work of self-perfection and social perfec- 
tion lay the enthusiasm of the new religion. 
It would unfold to alla vision of the future 
which would revive their energies and fill 
their hearts with streneth and joy.

The $2,500 Initiation Fee Again 
Points of Interest. 1 


Some of the parties who have been selling 
February corn until it broke down to near 
64c find now when they attempt to buy in 
even a single five that sellers are very 
scarce, and they have to pay considerably 
more than they thoaght they would when 
starting in to cover. 


The members of the Merchants’ Exchange 
who favor a $2,500 initiation fee have ain 
come to the front, as the following petition, 
circulated on the floor to-day, shows: 
To the Board of Directors of the Merchants’ 
Exchange:—The undersigned, your peti- 
tioners, would respectfully ask that a vote of 
the members of this Exchange be taken on 
the proposition, which they decidedly favor, 
that the initiation fee be raised to $2,500.” 


Hutchinson, of Chicago, predicts that pro- 
visions wiil rule higher this year than has 
ever been known on a gold basis. Thereisa 
big stock of meats now on hand in Chicago, 
but the outside markets are far from over- 
stocked, while the shortage inthe hog crop 
for the season will approximate 1,500,000 
hogs. Conservative packers have been heard 
to express the belief that pork will sell for 
consumption at $28 per barrel through the 
season. 


The present high prices of wheat is 
having a disastrous effect upon the fiour 
trade. Miilers say they cannot manufacture 
at these prices without heavy loss to them- 
selves. In consequence of this, some of the 
mills are running on half time, others are 
preparing to shutdown altogether and still 
others are already closed. f course this is 
throwing a great many men out of employ- 
ment. A miller said to day that he wanted 
the other day to geta stone dresser for a 
short time, and he had fifty applicants from 
men out of work for the job. 


Theidentity of the men who are behind in 
wheat in Chicago has not yet been definitely 
settled. One report is that the Milwaukee 
clique is merely changing its: base of opera- 
tions, and that it is running a March dealin 
Chicago in conjunction with its January deal 
at home. Others claim that New York 
men are bossing the market, though 
itis Openly believed by a good many that 
Wall street, which was heavily short in 
Chicago and had a good profit not long ago, 
has had all its profits and more too swept 
away by the recent advance. But Phil 
Armour gets most ofthe credit of running 
the deal, as he is undoubtedly the king pin 
of the Chicago marketand popularly sup- 
aes to be inevery big thing that comes 
off. 


Tbere is no doubt in most men’s minds,“ 
said an operator, but that the deal in wheat 
is purely speculative. The present manipu- 
lation concerns itself mighty little about such 
small subjects as supply and demand, and, 
without reference to the effect on the foreign 
or local demand for cash grain, there 
are increasing evidences of concerted 
action to materially advance the price. The 
houses so prominently. active in buying in 
Chicago have undoubtedly very strong back- 
ing and are well able to handle large quanti- 
ties of grainif delivered, but itis a fact that 
ina large nümber of cases sales at the re- 
cent high prices mean the actual delivery of 
grain, including aconsiderable quantity of 
stuff carried foralong time by parties who 
bought months ago and have been waiting 
ever since for a chance to unload.”

A Human Bellows.

There is a man in the oy ST named 
James Dwyer, who has three bullet holes 
in his chest, one of which is still unhealed. 
Through the last mentioned wound, which 
isa little way below the left armpit, he 
expels air from his lungs. A Tribune re- 
porter visited the man last evening at St. 
Mark’s Hospital. He had no hesitation in 
exhibiting his peculiarity, and when re- 
quested to strip, removed his shirt and 
showed the reporter four holes in his chest 
and back where two bullets had entered and 
another where 4 ball had struck his shoulder 
and came out under his arm. There was 
also a hole or two in his leg. From the 
wound under the armpit he breathed so 
loudly that the sound of air escaping through 
the orifice could be heard the length of the 
room. Thereporter held his hand before 
the hole and felt the air rushing out. Dwyer 
tells his story as follows:

Francis Galton in Fortnightly. 


The family Bibles of past generations 
served as registers of family events. Births, 
illnesses, marriages and deatbs were chron- 
icled on their fly-leaves, and those ponderous 
books fulfilled an important function in this 
incidental way. Butthey arenow becoming 
generally replaced by more handy volumes, 
and the family register is disappeativg with 
the old family Bible. In the meantime pho- 
tography has been discovered and the her- 
editary value of what are calied life histories 
is becoming continualiy more appreciated. 
It seems, then, to be an appropriate 
time to advocate the establishment of 
4 new form of family register 
that shall contain all those notices 
that were formerly entered in the family 
Bible and much more besides, namely, a 
series of photographic studies of the features 
from childhood upwards. together with 
facts that shall afford as complete a life his- 
tory as is consistent with brevity. What 18 
desired is something of this sort. In each 
substantial family we should find a thin 
quartovolume, solidly bound, having leaves 
of stout paper,on which photographs may be 
mounted.

As they approach the breeding age, 
and are required to be kept singly, they bee 
come more savage, and the male bird often- 
times attacks man. They are subdued by a 
long bush flourished ia the bira’s face, or by 
catching the bird’s neck ina forked stick, 
They are seldom sick, and more frequently 
meet death as the result of accidents incurred 
while running at full speed over the ground, 
With proper care grown birds can endure 
long sea voyages. Ostrich farmers on the 
River Plata see no reason why the business 
cannot be successfuily prosecuted in the 
United States.

AN ENGLISH PUBLIC.“ 


How the Country Folk Treat Strangers 
—A Driusing Custom. 
Howard Carroll in N. v. Times. 

It was ona soft evening in summer that I 
found my way into the Bowness “public.” 
The low front door was open, and through 
it and the red curtained windows on either 
side the light shone brightly on the church- 
yard wall. and, throwing the church itself 


the more deeply into the shadow 
made the scene all the more 
picturesque and attractive. As we 
entered the little hallway I no- 
ticed that the apartment to the 
left was used for what is known 


as “the tap-room,”’ while that on the night 
might be called the sitting or drinking room.

They 
might in one sense be called very common 
people; but be that as it may,it remains 
that they were uacommonly well-behaved, 

ood-natured, and polite to strangers. Cur- 
ousty enough they were talking about 
America—talking very much as though they 
all belonged to one family and were discuss- 
ing some subject of mutual interest. I or- 
dered from the trim young woman who was 
in attendance a portion of ale served in a 
light brown earthen vessel,{which looked for 
ail the world like an overgrown teacup—the 
rest were drinking out of the same—and 
listened. | 

“*Aye,’’ saidthe old man at the head of 
the table, 4 take up the conversa- 
tion where it had been interrupted. Aye, 
he writ the letter from what’s called Connec 
tercui, acounty, I venture.“ ‘‘No it be a 
state,“ broke in one of the younger and bet- 
ter informed listeners, and the old man con- 
tinued, evidently somewhat annoyed: **Well 
county or sta'e, it be cal ed Connec' ercut,and 
he writ the letter from there; an’ if ye like 
I'll let Georgie there, he have young eyes, 
read it up.“ 


„Aye, do.“ „Let's have it,“ (Read it up 
Georgie,“ cried a number of voices, an 
„Georgie,“ a bright young fellow, who 
seemed not at all nnmindful of his own im- 
portance, took the letter and did as he was 
asked. The communication was evidently 
from a young farmer who had gone to 
America to better his condition, and who 
had not succeeded as well as he hai hoped. 
It seemed to be wonderfully interesting to 
those who heard it, and from the comments 
which were made upon it there could be no 
doubt that most of those present had al- 
ready, in one way or other, thought deepiy 
of trying their own fortunes in the far-away 
land from which it came. One portion of it 
which seemed to particularly interest them 
was so apt, discrimina ing, and sensible that 
ita substance, if not its words, may be quoted 
as fo lows:

WhenI think of the fine bacon 
and eggs at home, the big whack of cheese 
and bread, with beer, for lunch, that even old 
Blank (a close local farmer) would give, the fine 
hot meat for dinner, and the pot of beer with 
the supper at night, it just makes my mouth 
water. But these are the drawbacks. The 
advantages are that I can save a little here, 
and when I enough I can buy my own 
land out in West and raise as [ like. But 
if the lads want my advice I should tell them 
to stay at home till they have spared a little 
money. Those who haves good trade and 
can do the best of work can get along here 
finely after a bit, but men without a trade, 
farmers and the like,unless they have money 
to buy landin the West, had better drown 
themselves in the lake than come to Amer- 
ica.’ 

Of course, no better or sounder advice than 
most of this could be given, yet it is very 
doubtful if the people around the table fully 
appreciated or were ready to act upon it. 
Still they listened to the reading of the letter 
witb the utmost attention, and when it was 
finixhed ‘‘Georgie”’ was called upon to repeat 
and explain more than one portion of it. 
This done, however, the majority of them 
seemed to tire of the emigration problem,

Itis not only the stationery 
used for eflicial correspondence at the Ex- 
ecutive Mansion and the State Department, 
which still has a broad black border, but the 
visiting cards of the President and Secretary 
of State are also bordered with black, while 
those ot the other members of the Cabinet 
are not. Secretary Frelinghuysen, although 
net in any official position at the time Presi- 
dent Garfield died, inherited the mourning 
when he became chief ofthe State Depart- 
ment. The cards used by his wife and 
daughters are plain, while his 
is in deep mourning. As is 
customary here, the name of 4 member ofthe 
Cabinet does not appear on his card, but onlv 
his official title, as, for instance,on that of 
Mr. Frelinghuysen is engraved only, The 
Secretary of State;” on that of Mr. brewster, 
The Attorney-General,” and so on through 
the list. On the President's card, which, as 
mentioned, has a wide black border, is en- 
graved only. The President.“ 

The same style is usual fora Vice-Presi- 
dent when we have one. Vice-President 
Wheeler told me last year that Senator An- 
thony, who is the authority in the Senate on 
all questions of official etiquette, told him 
that on all his cards, whether to be used in 
purely official calls or not, must appear only, 
„»The Vice-President.“ 

This style has not been usual heretofore 
for the cards of the Speaker of the House of 
Representatives. The last Speaker did not 
have any title on his, but merely his ful! 
name— Samuel J. Randall, Pa.“ Mr. Keifer, 
on the other hand, has no name on his, but 
only, The Speaker.“

THE Connecticut Legislature is at work 
upon the question of convict labor, andit is 
believed that a bill limitingthe employment 
of criminals at one kind of labor in any in- 
stitution to fifty, will pass and become a law. 
Of course this is only a compromise and com- 
promisés are usually vicious in theory 
and unsatisfactory in practice. If the 
State has the right to make its peni- 
tentiaries self-supporting, and thus take 
part of the burden of crime off the tax- 
payers, then certainly all of the avenues of 
industry should be open to it, and whatever 
convict labor can do should be done freely 
and fully, without any restriction. Butif in 
making the penitentiaries self-supporting, 
the burden of that support is lifted from the 
back of the general tax-payer and put upon 
certain la classes of the community 


if convict labor is profitable at the obst

lars cheaper because works at the State 
Penitentiary can deliver the article two dol- 
lars less than the previous price, he is pay- 
ing two dollars to support the crime of the 
whole community. There are certain indus- 
tries, however, such as the clipping of 
coupons, and the collection of rents 
which are beyond thé reach of the 
felon, and hence, go untaxed, leaving the 
whole burden on the class which labors with 
itshands. There is only ene just solution of 
the convict problem, and that is to employ 
the energy pent up in the penitentiary upon 
public works, upon road-building, bridge- 
making and river improvement. As soon as 
crime comes into the domain of remunera- 
tive labor, just then the burden of its sup- 
port becomes unfairly distributed.

MR. EDMOND O DONO VAN, who came to 
grief in Turkey a month ago for his strictures 
upon the authorities, as correspondent of 
the London Daily News, has had avery ad- 
venturous life, having been a Carlist soldier, 
a member of the Foreign Legion in Algiers 
and an explorer in Persia. His brother, Dr. 
JOHN O DONOVAN, vas well known to « great 
many St. Louisans, having been professor of 
Belles Lettres in the College of the Chris- 
tian Brothers here for some time, and his life 
was as full of adventure as that of his broth- 
er. After bis liberation from Kilmainham 
Jail, where he was imprisoned for his share 
in the Manchester attempt in 1866, he went 
into the service of the Khedive of Egypt, 
passed from there into Roumania and 
Servia, where he was concerned in 
several reyolutionary attempts, taught 
languages at St. Petersburg, and helped to 
survey the improvement of several Swedish 
rivers. He came to New York and thence to 
St. Louis, where he was drowned while 
bathing in Creve Cour Lake. Another 
brother, WILLIAM O’DONOVAN, has been as 
much ofa rover as the other two. After 
leaving America he fought through tbe 
Turco-Rnssian war in the service of Servia, 
where he had been for some time active 
before the war. . 


He was permitted to return 
to Ireland and is now editor ofthe Dublin 
Irish Times. The father of these gentlemon, 
the great Dr. O'DONOVAN, was the fore- 
most archzologistof his time, aud perhaps 
of the century. 


Asa specimen of splendid artistic black- 
guardism we commend the perusal of the fol- 
lowing, written by one of Star-Route BRa- 
pyY’s bright scribes in the Washington Repub- 
lican—written, it should be remembered, on 
the retirement of Postmaster-General JAMES, 
whose honesty reduced the expenses of the 
Postal Department fully two millions of dol- 


lars per annum: ’ 

He has fed! We may now pause to con- 
template that arrant humbug who cowered 
among us like some craven rengade, whose 
perfidy averted the glance his notoriety at- 
tracted. Vain, obtuse and conceited, he sat 
in his office a commissioned incapable, wrapt 
in the mautie of his own imbecility. A mind 
dull, deceitful and pusillanimous; a will des- 
potic in its littleness; an unscrupulousness 
that disdained honor; a procrastination that 
admitted no ‘expedition’; a conscience pli 
able to every touch of self-interest, marked 
the outlines of this shallow character—the 
shallowest that, in the history of this coun- 
try, ever sought, or held, or disgraced an 
office. 

Flung into the Cabinet to bridge an emer- 
gency, he began his career a stranger to his 
duties, and a Presidential adviser by chance. 
With no confidant but thejackals of tne press, 
and no talent but his cheek, he rushed intoa 
department where integrity, ability and ex- 
perience had displayed themselves, and hon 
est men fled from him as from a pestilence. 
He knew no motive but his own glorification; 
acknowledged no criterion but newspaper no- 


| tice; he worshipped no idol but notoriety, 


and with heathen devotion he bowed down 
before Slanderer Gibson. There was no friend 
whom he did not deceive; there was no 
scoundrel whom he did not embrace. Hastily 
rushing into print with pretended startling 
revelations, he was summarily bounced out 
of courtin hisappeal for judicial recogni- 
tion. Pretending honesty, he consorted 
with thieves; professing economy, he 
practiced extravagance; andin the name of 
reform he accepted without reason and re- 
tained without shame an office which he mis- 
managed. The whole country stood amazed 
at his promises and degraded by his perform 
ances. Honesty hung its head in his pres- 
ence; candor was unknown in his office; 
blackmailers were his companions, and 
false-dealing was his practice; slander as- 
sumed the air of history; there was nothing 
too low for him to do nor too shameful for him 
to advocate.

THE SPORTSMAN’S PARK ASSOCIATION 
Was a movement which also inspired confi- 
dence, the financial backing being from men 
of substantial business-standing and with 
plenty of means to carry out all they at- 
tempted. The grounds, which had been cut 
down, were enlarged to their former-space, 
improvements costing several thousand dol- 
lars were finaugurated and the grounds—un- 
surpassed for beauty by any in the country— 
were thrown open tothe public.
